City Moves Slowly Despite 
Time Constraints On Water Plant

Studies and comparisons 
of the values determined 
by the engineering firms 
involved in the process of 
bringing Lancaster’s water 
services up to date in a new 
$12.1 million water plant 
have been made. But a meet¬ 
ing to present those findings 
that would include all the 
parties involved, most im¬ 
portantly the public, has not 
been called. 

Mayor Brenda Powers, 
along with three council 
members, Bret Baierlein, 
Chris Davis and Maggie 
Mick, were all informed in 
an email from Garrard Coun¬ 
ty Judge Executive John 


Wilson on October 3 that 
the comparison of results re¬ 
quested back in August when 
an informal meeting to pres¬ 
ent Salt River Engineering’s 
findings, the engineering 
firm hired to conduct an in¬ 
dependent feasibility study, 
concluded with the president 
of Garrard County Water 
Association saying that they 
were not interested in a long¬ 
term contract with the city to 
purchase water. And without 
Garrard Water, the city re¬ 
ally has no chance to pursue 
building a new water plant, 
one that would be not only 
compliant with environmen¬ 
tal protection standards but 
one that would increase ca¬ 
pacity and service city resi¬ 


dents along with those that 
purchase water from the city, 
for many years to come. 

All the preliminary work 
has been completed. In fact, 
Bell Engineering, the firm 
hired to design and build the 
new water plant has already 
been paid $300,000 from 
state funds that Representa¬ 
tive Lonnie Napier was able 
to reallocate from sewer proj¬ 
ects to the funding for a new 
water plant. The next chunk 
came in December 2011 
when Lancaster was awarded 
an economic development 
grant of $2.5 million. Final 
funding of the estimated to¬ 
tal cost of $12.1 million was 
completed in early August 
this year when the United 


States Department of Agri¬ 
culture Rural Development 
kicked in $2,308 million in 
grant money and $6.3 mil¬ 
lion in loans with conditions. 

RD’s conditions include 
rate increases across the 
board (wholesale-water rates 
by more than 18 percent 
from $1.98 to at least $2.42 
per 1,000 gallons of water 
and city rates by 19 percent 
from $10.19 to 12.59 for 
the first 1,000 gallons). The 
city’s bond indebtedness will 
also increase from $21,536 
to $57,711. 

With only 180 days re¬ 
maining for the city to com¬ 
ply with the letter of con¬ 
ditions, waiting is not an 
option. All parties involved 


need to be fully informed 
so either negotiations with 
GCWA can begin or an alter¬ 
nate plan is decided upon. 

“The ball needs to be 
pushed here,” GCWA Presi¬ 
dent Paul Reynolds said. 
“It’s imperative for the whole 
community that something 
keeps moving forward.” 

Connie Allen, the owner 
and lead engineer who con¬ 
ducted the independent study, 
said that if the tables were 
turned with Garrard, who 
buys almost twice as much 
water as the city uses, in 
the lead, RD’s requirements 
would be less stringent due 
to the lack of dependability

Reconstruction Of Traffic Circle 3-4 Years Away 


County Loses 
Out On Design 
Oversight

The Garrard County Fis¬ 
cal Court tried to have a bit 
more say in the construction 
process of the traffic-circle 
restoration accepted earlier 
this year in the state highway 
biennial construction plan 
for the fiscal year, however 


requests for design oversight 
on the project by the fiscal 
court have been denied by 
the state transportation de¬ 
partment. 

“The last vote was to make 
an official request for the 
LPA, which meant the local 
government would oversee 
the project. In other com¬ 
munities the state has al¬ 
lowed local government to 
have some control over the 
design and implementation 
of these kinds of projects,” 
Judge Executive John Wilson 


said. “We thought it would 
be appropriate to make that 
request in this instance be¬ 
cause it is such a central fea¬ 
ture to our community and 
we wanted to make sure that 
if anything was done there, 
that we would have the final 
authority.” 

The vote, which passed 
unanimously before the court 
months ago, would have put 
the county in charge of the 
construction as $830,000 in 
funds secured for the project 
were to be transferred from 


the state. 

However, after the request 
was denied, the oversight 
falls back to the Kentucky 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion. 

“The reason that they de¬ 
nied our request was due to 
the fact that it is a federal 
road and due to the nature 
of it being a higher traffic 
corridor,” Wilson explained. 
“The LPA was not approved, 
however we have met with 
them and as the design phase 
moves forward I think they 


will allow significant input 
from the local community 
and the local government on 
how the project moves for¬ 
ward.” 

The Kentucky Department 
of Transportation has said 
that the design phase of the 
project is ramping up about 
to begin shortly. 

“Once design starts, it will 
take approximately two to 
three years before we would 
be ready for construction,”

Garrard Collects 20K Waste Tires

The Garrard Solid Waste 
Department did its part in 
taking rubber off of the road 
last week as more than 20,000 
waste tires were collected at 
the state highway garage on 
KY 34 last week. The Waste 
Tire Amnesty Program, es¬ 
tablished in 1998, is part of 
the Energy and Environment 
Cabinet’s (EEC) ongoing ef¬ 
fort to rid Kentucky’s land¬ 
scape of waste tires. 

During a waste tire am¬ 
nesty event, individuals can 
drop off their unwanted tires 
at a specific location within 
their county at no cost. The 
EEC contracts for the re¬ 
moval and delivery of the 
recovered tires to “benefi¬ 


cial end use” markets where 
they are recycled to become 
products such as tire-derived 
fuel or crumb rubber. Mul¬ 
tiple-county programs are in¬ 
cluded under each contract to 
achieve an economy of scale 
necessary to attract large, 
well-capitalized contractors. 

“We don’t have the final 
figures in but the contrac¬ 
tor estimated 20,000. There 
were eleven tractor trailer 
loads hauled out,” Garrard/ 
Lincoln County Solid Waste 
Coordinator Chris Thomason 
said. “The event is now every 
three years. They were on a 
five year schedule but be¬ 
cause they now have to spend 
a more significant portion of 
the fund on amnesties, fol¬ 
lowing House Bill 433, they 


made it a three year cycle in¬ 
stead.” 

The program is supported 
by the Waste Tire Trust Fund 
established by the Kentucky 
General Assembly in 1998. 
The legislation requires tire 
retailers to collect a $1 fee 
on all new replacement mo¬ 
tor vehicle tires sold. Retail¬ 
ers may retain five cents to 
offset administrative costs, 
but the balance is required 
to go in the Waste Tire Trust 
Fund, which is dedicated to 
managing scrap tires and de¬ 
veloping sustainable markets 
for recycled tire products. 

Consumers pump more 
than two and a half million 
dollars a year into the state’s

As an influential leader in 
health care and an experi¬ 
enced flight surgeon in the 
air force, Dr. Forrest Calico 
has lead a life worth remem¬ 
bering. He has recently come 
to agreement with that fact 
and put his life story down 
on paper for future genera¬ 
tions to enjoy and for his 
grandchildren to develop 
a sense of the man he has 
been, not just the man he is 
today. 

Calico was born into hum¬

ble circumstances in 1940s 
Buckeye on a farm owned 
by his namesake and cous¬ 
in, former Garrard Judge 
Executive and author of The 
History of Garrard County 
and Its Curches, Forrest 
Calico. 

In Out of the Blue: How 
Open Doors and Unexpected 
Paths Set the Course of 


My Life, Calico tells how, 
despite the challenges faced 
living an early 1900s exis¬ 
tence in the 1940s and 50s, 
he has amassed an impres¬ 
sive record of personal and 
professional achievements. 

He recounts the inspir¬ 
ing story of his rise from 
childhood poverty through 
surprising affirmation in 
medical school, followed by 
a succession of accomplish¬ 
ments, including serving as a 
US Air Force flight surgeon 
at Area 51, the secret US 
military site in Nevada; as 
director of a groundbreak¬ 
ing medical residency pro¬ 
gram; as president of a three- 
state hospital system; and as 
chairman of a local school 
board. 

“My son, Jefferson, sug¬ 
gested that I do this,” Calico 
said. “I toyed with the idea 
a little bit and thought that 


it may someday be of use 
to the grandchildren. They 
have no way of knowing me 
except for the way I am now, 
and I did a few things before 
I got the way I am now.” 

His stories offer lessons 
of openness to unexpected, 
out-of-the-blue experiences, 
recognition of support from 
others and providential inter¬ 
vention. Calico hopes that 
Out of the Blue demonstrates 
how one man used the unex¬ 
pected to have a fulfilling, 
successful and meaningful 
life. 

“I finally settled on the 
title because all through my 
life aviation has played an 
important role and driven a 
lot of the direction of my 
life,” Calico explained. “I 
remember as early 4 years 
old, being fascinated watch¬ 
ing planes fly over, war¬ 
planes during World War 


II. That interest continues 
through the rest of my life 
and informed my decision to 
join the airforce.” 

Calico is a leading author¬ 
ity on rural health care qual¬ 
ity. he received his medi¬ 
cal degree from UK and 
his MPH from Harvard 
University School of Public 
Health. He began his career 
in health care as a flight 
surgeon in the U.S. Air 
Force, where he spent 10 
years and received a Bronze 
Star, a Meritorious Service 
Medal and resigned as a Lt. 
Colonel. He has served as 
the President of Appalachian 
Regional Healthcare Inc, a 
Health Systems Advisor for 
the Federal Office of Rural 
Health Policy and as the 
Senior Advisor on Quality 
for the National Rural Health

The Annual NAWWWWW 
Winter Forecast

I had email last week from 
Debbie Caldwell, Managing 
Editor of The Harlan Daily

“I saw a big black wooly 
worm this morning and I 
thought of you”, it read. I 
took that to mean that Deb¬ 
bie is wringing her hands 
and pacing the floor there in 
Harlan while she anxiously 
awaits the winter forecast, 
a free and sometimes cour¬ 
teous service provided by 
the National Association of 
Wooly Worm Winter Weather 
Watchers, (NAWWWWW). 

Those of you who have 
been reading this column 
over the last thirty some 
years already know that the 
woolies named me their of¬ 
ficial human spokesperson 
back when I was a young 
man because I am one of the 
very few two legged animals 
with flexible thumbs who can 
understand and, more or less, 
accurately interpret wooly- 
wormish, which is the of¬ 
ficial language of the worm 
speaking world. You may 
also know that the primary 
responsibility of my official 
capacity is to relate NAW- 
WWWW’s winter forecast 
to humankind on an annual 
basis. 

Anyway, Debbie’s com¬ 
munique happens to coin¬ 
cide with a massive home 


In the meantime, when 
the construction crew com¬ 
menced hammering and 
clawing on the walls of the 
so-called “garage”, the racket 
they created disturbed what I 
would call a huge bevy of 
wooly worms that had taken 
up lodging inside the dark 
nooks and crannies between 
the interior and exterior lay¬ 
ers of the old structure.

We had no choice on pay¬ 
ing this fee on our insurance. 
My late husband and I owed 
the hospital ZERO dollars. It 
was an unfair tax to start with 
due to the obvious misman¬ 
agement of the hospital’s part 
and also the county for bor¬ 
rowing more and more mon¬ 
ey trying to keep the hospi¬ 
tal open. We the people had 
to pay for others mistakes. 
With this economy it’s hard 
enough to pay property tax 
because you own something 
without having to pay a fee 
just to insure the property. 

If the court system can’t 
figure out how much to re¬ 
pay the Garrard citizens for 
the excess paid from 7-12 
through 8-13, I have my in¬ 
surance receipts from home 
insurance August, 2012 and 
car insurance October 2012. 
I will have more receipts on 
February, 2013 and April, 
2013. I would have no prob¬ 
lem showing these receipts. 
The receipts show exactly 
how much the Garrard Coun¬ 
ty fee is. The way other busi¬ 
nesses are run if you pay too 
much, for example an insur¬ 
ance premium, you get a re¬ 
fund check, shouldn’t be any 
different than this situation. 

Surely the court system al¬ 
ready knows how much each 
property owner has overpaid 


without our receipts, being 
as Garrard County is so or¬ 
ganized. Several examples 
are listed below. 

Years ago when the county 
finally decided to sell the 
county farm to pay on the 
hospital debt but didn’t real¬ 
ize or read the loan contract 
to know that the penalty for 
a lump sum payment was so 
large that it would defeat the 
purpose of paying the mon¬ 
ey on the loan. I believe the 
money was put in a special 
account. 

Another example recently 
was the city buying a new 
fire truck with the intention 
of selling the old one and 
paying that money on the 
new truck. Later I read that 
some people wanted to keep 
it for sentimental reasons and 
build a space to store it. Let 
them buy it! 

Another example, a few 
years ago the library board 
wanted to increase the li¬ 
brary tax for a building for 
the bookmobile.

My parents 
had a home and farm to run, 
and I understood early on 
that my participation was 
expected. I was part of the 
family and had responsibili¬ 
ties, which if I didn’t do, it 
meant more work on my par¬ 
ents. 

You can rest assured I did 
my share of grumbling, but 
that didn’t get me out of 
doing things. My parents 
didn’t throw up their hands 
and say, “OK, just go play 
and I’ll take care of it.” They 


knew my sisters and I needed 
to learn the valuable lessons 
chores would teach us. 

If you’re an adult, you 
just smiled and said to your 
kids, “See, I’ve been trying 
to tell you that.” Of course, 
if you’re a kid you probably 
groaned and wondered how 
you could distract your par¬ 
ents from reading such ar¬ 
ticles. Well, like it or not, 
I believe we can learn from 
having responsibilities given 
to us during our childhood 
years. 

One of the first lessons we 
can learn is about teamwork. 
As children work alongside 
adults they get an idea of 
what it is like to work with 
others. They can sometimes 
be rather self absorbed and 
having chores teaches them 
about helping others. To me 
there is nothing worse than 
an adult who is unable to be 
a supportive team member 
and hasn’t learned to think 
beyond their needs.

The more I com¬ 
plained and the longer I put 
it off, the harder the chore 
seemed to be. Yet when I 
did that same chore with a 
more positive outlook and 
get it done without procras¬ 
tinating, it seemed so much 
easier. I have no doubt my 
parents knew that little se¬ 
cret, but guess they figured 
I needed to learn that lesson 
on my own. 

My last thought on this 
matter: I believe behind ev¬ 
ery successful adult is a child 
who had to help with the 
chores and therefore learned 
lessons that stayed with them 
through life.

Planting On The Hiking Trail

Sunday was a windy day 
out in the open, but a perfect 
day for planting native plants 
along the Pleasant Retreat 
Hiking Trail. As part of the 
Second Sunday event, local 
Master Gardener, Pat Simp¬ 
son volunteered to help reset 
native plantings from her own 
yard onto the hiking trail. As 
we prepared to set plantings, 
we enjoyed noticing and look¬ 
ing at the many native plants 
and trees along the trail. We 
noted the hedge apple, walnut, 
hickory nut, and beautiful fall 
foliage from the many maple 
and oak trees that beckoned 
for their photo to be taken. 


There are reasons to plant 
native plants such as low 
maintenance, they are drought 
tolerant and adaptable, birds, 
bees, butterflies, and critters 
depend on them and they be¬ 
long here in our surroundings. 
A native plant can be a tree, a 
type of grass, a vine, a bush, 
an herb, or a flower. On Sun¬ 
day we planted native plants 
along the trail into the edge 
of the wooded areas, but na¬ 
tive plants can also be found 
in wet areas, in prairies and 
meadows, and can be used for 
foundation plantings, and in 
backyards. When you decide 
to use native plants in your 
landscape you basically plant 
them and let them be! 


We examined many wild- 
flowers up close such as; 
turtlehead, various sun flow¬ 
ers, black eyed susans, jewel 
weed, astors, goldenrod, queen 
anne’s lace and of course lots 
of poke. We planted bee balm, 
two kinds of black eyed su¬ 
sans, lemon balm, Missouri 
primroses, evening primrose 
and yucca plant seeds. It was 
great to be on the trail and 
enjoying the many flowering 
plants. We are looking for vol¬ 
unteers to assist in the spring 
with labeling plants along the 
trail. If you are interested in 
this project, contact the Exten¬ 
sion Office to put your name 
on the list.

on outside income sources. 
And that really is the million 
dollar question. 

According to Wilson, the 
emails informing pertinent 
parties that the comparisons 
were complete went out on 
October 3. But calls this 
week to Powers’ office indi¬ 
cated they had no knowledge 
of the final results. Some 
council members were aware 
that the ball had begun to roll 
but no one had knowledge of 
a meeting to present the in¬ 
formation. 

“Yes a meeting is the next 


step,” Councilperson Maggie 
Mick, the only council mem¬ 
ber not seeking reelection 
this November, said. Davis, 
Baierlein, Wagoner and Mc- 
Glone all concurred. 

Mick even went as far as 
saying that a public meet¬ 
ing during which the results 
could be discussed openly, 
whether or not Powers is 
present, should be scheduled 
as soon as possible. If Salt 
River and Bell are ready to 
present, then it would be ap¬ 
propriate to proceed with a 
meeting, she said. 

Mick would like to see the 
council make a decision by

Paint Lick Sportsmen’s Club Disbanding 

Disposing Of Property Still To Be Decided

The Paint Lick Sports¬ 
men’s Club, which has played 
an indelible role in the small 
community since the mid 
50s, is coming to an end. 

The board voted unani¬ 
mously Tuesday night to rati¬ 
fy the motion passed in their 
last meeting to disband the 
organization by December 
31st of this year. 

The decision was brought 
about due to lack of partici¬ 
pation. The membership had 
declined to a point where 
there was not even enough to 
fill board positions, present 
president John Todd said. 

“It’s a sad thing to have to 
draw the curtain and to say 
goodbye,” he said. 

When the club first began 
with about 120 members in 
the 50s, it was believed, and 
had at one point over 200. 
But like most organizations, 
membership ebb and flowed 
over the time with most of 
the work falling on a devoted 
few. 

The board discussed what 
needed to be done to dissolve 
the organization- paying out¬ 
standing bills, notifying the 


proper authorities, turning in 
their incorporation papers, 
and closing its bank account. 

There has been no activ¬ 
ity in the club’s account for 
the last three months and the 
balance is $1418.56. 

The biggest decision re¬ 
maining for the board is the 
disposal of the property. Ac¬ 
cording to its by-laws, the 
property must be conveyed 
to a non-profit organization. 

Three proposals are being 
considered. All three would 
keep the property as a green 
space. 

Linda Wardlow, whose 
relative, the late Dud Hurte, 
originally donated the prop¬ 
erty to the sportsmen club, 
suggested that the property 
be given to the Central Ken¬ 
tucky Regional Humane So¬ 
ciety, located in Lancaster. 

The Friends of Paint Lick, 
a non-profit organization 
based in Paint Lick, has also 
expressed interest in the 
property. 

In an e-mail to Todd, Kris¬ 
ten Mason Stratton, who 
is chairman of the Friends’ 
board, described the property 
as being an “important fab¬ 
ric” of the community’s life 


and the importance in keep¬ 
ing as such. 

Another option is that the 
county take over the property 
and make it into a park with 
possible picnic shelters. 

A problem, however, may 
exist in the disposal of the 
property, Todd said. 

In talking to Judge-Exec¬ 
utive John Wilson, he said, 
state money was used in ren¬ 
ovating the sportsmen’s club 
building in 2007. Handi¬ 
capped ramps were added 
and renovations done to the 
facility. 

The grant specified the 
funding had to flow from 
the state through the county 
to the organization. In so 
doing, the county may have 
some stipulation on the prop¬ 
erty if the organization was 
ever disbanded, Wilson told 
Todd. 

Wilson was having County 
Attorney Mark Metcalf look 
into the matter. 

The issue will be taken up 
at the next board meeting 
to be held 7 p.m. Tuesday, 
November 20, at the Smoke 
House Grill in Berea.

The property’s his¬ 
torical mansion once housed 
a school, then became a pri¬ 
vate residence, and has now 
been transformed into the 
beautiful Ashley Inn Bed & 
Breakfast.

Garrard Prepares For 
Release Of Latest Test Scores

With the 2011-12 state test 
scores in Kentucky soon to 
be released, many school sys¬ 
tems are waiting to see how 
their students performed. 
However school districts 
around the state are prepar¬ 
ing themselves for lower 
scores than usual under the 
new Unbridled Learning: 
College and Career Readi¬ 
ness for All accountability 
system. 

“The really important 
thing to remember is that 
these test results will be in 
no way comparable to those 
of the last 20 years,” Beth 
Lee, with the Garrard Coun¬ 
ty Board of Education, said. 

Under Unbridled Learn¬ 
ing, the state adopted a new 
assessment called Kentucky 
Performance Rating for Edu¬ 
cation Progress or K-PREP. 

Senate Bill 1, enacted in 
the 2009 Kentucky General 
Assembly, requires a new 


public school assessment 
program beginning in the 
2011-12 school year. These 
assessments are collectively 
named the Kentucky Perfor¬ 
mance Rating for Education¬ 
al Progress (K-PREP) tests. 

The new assessment for 
grades 3-8 is a blended mod¬ 
el built with norm-referenced 
test and criterion-referenced 
test items which consist of 
multiple-choice, extended- 
response and short answer 
items. The norm-referenced 
test is a purchased test with 
national norms and the crite¬ 
rion-referenced test portion 
is customized for Kentucky. 

K-PREP replaced the old 
accountability system that 
was called Commonwealth 
Accountability Testing Sys¬ 
tem or CATS. 

CATS focused on student 
proficiency and used a 140 
point scale, while Unbridled 
Learning and K-PREP fo¬ 
cuses on college and career 
readiness with success after 


high school. K-PREP uses a 
100 point scale. One effect 
being that districts have been 
told by the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Education to prepare 
for lower scores. 

“You will hear people say 
what a terribly low score 
when they first see these re¬ 
sults, but you can only go 
to 100 now, you can never 
reach above that or anywhere 
near 140,” Lee said. “This is 
a brand new ball game. Not 
only is the scale different 
but what the students have to 
learn is even different.” 

Schools scoring in the 
90th percentile or higher will 
be given the label of Distin¬ 
guished. Schools scoring in 
the 70 to 89th percentile will 
be called Proficient, while 
schools scoring below the 
70th percentile will be seen 
as Needing Improvement. 

“It sets up schools to com¬ 
pete,” Lee explained. “You 
want to do better than every¬ 
one else to be in that top tier.”

waste tire trust fund. The 
fund is then used to set up 
waste-tire amnesty programs 
like the one Garrard has. In 
June of 2009 the program 
disposed of 8,400 old tires. 
The waste-tire trust fund sup¬ 
ports tire-amnesty programs 
once every 3 years. 

The program was origi¬ 
nally designed as a one-time 
offer to citizens, but the suc¬ 
cess of the tire amnesty re¬ 
sulted in the 2002 Kentucky 
General Assembly authoriz¬ 
ing its continuation. 

“Waste tires are hazardous 
to waterways and they hold 
water, breeding mosquitoes 
which can spread deadly 
viruses such as West Nile 
and encephalitis,” Thoma¬ 
son said. “Progress has been 
made in cleaning up waste 
tires across the state but not 
to the point that we can let up 
on the issue.” 

To date, tire amnesty is re¬ 
sponsible for the proper dis¬ 
posal of more than 16.5 mil¬ 


lion waste tires. The state has 
also developed an important 
end-use market with Owens¬ 
boro Municipal Utilities to 
burn waste tires as fuel in its 
operation. 

Garrard County officials 
were instrumental in passing 
a law that made sure funds 
gained by the state for the 
Waste Tire Amnesty Fund 
would remain spent in the 
appropriate avenues. 

Last year that bill passed in 
the House of Representatives 
by a vote of 99-0, and shortly 
thereafter in the Senate by 
a vote of 38-0 before being 
signed by Governor Steve 
Beshear on March 16. 

The Bickford Waste Tire 
Act, or House Bill 433, will 
act to reduce the negative 
environmental effects tires, 
when thrown away, on the 
environment in Kentucky by 
keeping track of where waste 
tires go and beginning an 
education process that would 
inform the public about the 
dangers posed by waste tires 
and how they should prop¬ 


erly be disposed of. 

Representative Lonnie 
Napier, who co-sponsored 
the bill, said it would serve, 
“as an important measure in 
cleaning up the state.” 

Thomason, who was part 
of the group that helped form 
legislation, rallied for the 
cause for nearly two years. 

In years prior, the state had 
been dipping into the fund 
set aside for the disposal of 
old tires, using over $1 mil¬ 
lion in 2009 and 2010 years 
to pay landfill-permitting 
salaries. House Bill 433 
placed a cap on the amount 
of money the state division 
of waste management could 
use toward overhead and ad¬ 
ministration. The department 
was using around 40 percent 
of the fund. The cap scaled 
that down to 10 percent. 

Garrard Citizens may also 
drop waste tires off in Lin¬ 
coln County at the state high¬ 
way garage on October 25, 
26 and 27 as part of waste 
tire amnesty.

Business In Northern Garrard

The tradition of slow 
cooked and juicy meats has 
been taken straight out of 
the backyards of Carolina 
and the ranch’s of Texas and 
transplanted to northern Gar¬ 
rard County in the form of 
the Old 27 BBQ, which is 
open Friday through Sunday 
from 12 to 8 p.m. 

Owner and operator Denny 
Ford, who was looking for an 
enjoyable way to spend his 
retirement, followed his pas¬ 
sion of barbecue he picked 
up in college and has turned 
it into a facility rivaling any 
in the south. 

“I was training to be a 
Navy Chaplain, doing field 
work in eastern North Caro¬ 
lina,” Ford explained. “That 
is barbecue country. I caught 
the fever for it and the pas¬ 
sion at that time. I came back 
here to raise my family but 
my kids will tell you that ev¬ 
ery place we’ve been I have 
dug up the yard in prepara¬ 
tion to cook something.” 

The facility is equipped 
with several options on how 
their barbecue is prepared. 
They have a Texas style 


cooker as well as a Carolina 
style barbecue that can both 
be run simultaneously. 

Old 27 BBQ prepares 
pork, a pit roasted beef, ribs, 
chicken, turkey, bratwurst 
and eventually plans to make 
their own bratwurst from 
scratch. 

“Everything we do is 
homemade with the excep¬ 
tion of the buns and bread,” 
Ford said. “The cole slaw, 
baked beans and potato salad 


are our top selling sides and 
all prepared from scratch. If 
we do it then we are going 
to do it ourselves. We won’t 
dump anything out of a box.” 

Old 27 BBQ also has a va¬ 
riety of sauces made on site. 

“We have a Carolina sauce, 
a cross between Carolina 
Sauce and Memphis sauce 
called our Lafayette sauce 
and a white sauce we picked 
up in northern Alabama that 
is very different and great 


on beef and chicken. But it 
would probably be good on a 
flat tire.” 

Another local favorite is 
surely the Devil’s Bend Beer 
Cheese made on site, named 
for the bend in the river near 
the business, a portion of the 
river that claimed many lives 
when logging was important 
to the region. 

Old 27 BBQ also takes 
its name from the history 
books as well, being named 


for the original US 27, which 
was one of the first contract¬ 
ed roadways in Kentucky, 
placed upon a trail blazed by 
Daniel Boone, which runs 
along the property where the 
business now lies. 

The northern Garrard bar¬ 
becue offers pork sandwich¬ 
es with chips and a drink for 
$6, beef sandwiches with 
chips and a drink for $7 and 
a BBQ dinner with two sides 
for $9. They also sell beef 


and pork by the pound for 
$12 per pound of beef and 
$10 for pork. They also offer 
several options for sides, hot 
dogs, grilled cheese, whole 
Boston Butt by the pound 
and the already popular Dev¬ 
il’s Bend Beer Cheese.

Tunnel Ridge Road. We 
saw a man leaning up 
against an Army Jeep. 
Dad rolled down the 
window. “You must be 
Pete.” 

Pete smiled, shook

“Follow me, folks.” 

Seconds later we 
pulled into our destina¬ 
tion. 

“Welcome to Shel- 
towee Trace,” Pete said 
before we introduced 
ourselves. 

“Sheltowee Trace is a 
282-mile national rec¬ 
reation trail that runs 
the length of the Daniel 
Boone National For¬ 
est. The trail begins at 
Pickett State Park in 
Tennessee and ends 
near Morehead, Ken¬ 
tucky. Sheltowee Trace 
is named after Daniel 
Boone, who was given 
the name Sheltowee, 
which means Big Turtle, 


when he was adopted as 
the son of Chief Black- 
fish, the great warrior of 
the Shawnee tribe. The 
trail was dedicated on 
June 23, 1979, and has 
been used for different 
recreations ever since. 
Today, we’ll ride horses 
through part of Shel¬ 
towee Trace.” 

My eyes grew to the 
size of pancakes. Pete 
must have noticed. 

“You afraid of hors¬ 
es?” he asked. 

“A little. The last time I 
was on a horse I fell off,” 
I explained. 

“We’ve never ridden 
a horse, Woody,” Chloe 
said as my family looked 
confused.

“That was the elec¬ 
tric horse at the grocery 
store, silly,” Chloe said 
as everyone in the group 
laughed.

“How is horseback 
riding exercise?” I 
asked, trying to change 
the subject. 

Pete answered as we 


walked to the stable. “It’s 
a great cardiovascular 
activity. You can burn 
calories and develop 
arm and leg muscles. 
You’ll find new muscles 
too. Riding improves 
balance, posture and 
clears the mind.” 

“You’ll each ride your 
own horse,” Pete told us 
as he pulled each horse 
from its stall. “Rule one, 
don’t stand behind the 
horse, or there’s a good 
chance you’ll be kicked.

And 
you must wear a hel¬ 
met.”

“To keep you safe in 
case you fall off, though 
I don’t anticipate that 
happening,” Pete said. 

I was learning we al¬ 
ways had to have safety 
equipment - a leash for 
walking, a harness for 
zip-lining, a helmet for 
horseback riding. Once 
Pete had each horse 
groomed, saddled and 


ready, he said, “Now I’ll 
teach you how to mount 
- or get on - the horse.” 

We watched as Pete 
demonstrated. 

Chloe was the first to 
mount her horse, But¬ 
terfly. Although Pete 
had to give her a boost, 
she did great. She looked 
like a real cowgirl. It was 
my turn next. 

Concentrating, I did 
exactly like Pete said. 
I almost made it on 
my horse, Chester, but 
couldn’t get my leg over. 
I tried again and almost 
made it. Then I hit the 
ground again. I went 
up and down so much 
I looked like a yo-yo. 
Finally, I was sitting on 
top of Chester. 

“Good job, Woody,” 
everyone said, cheering, 
the same as we did for 
Chloe. 

As we rode along 
the Red River in the 
heart of the Daniel 
Boone National For¬ 
est, Pete pointed out 
many things. “When 
Boone was searching for 
a route from Virginia 
to Kentucky, he made 
several explorations. 
The land he discovered 
is now known as the 
Daniel Boone National 
Forest. Today many of 
the creeks, streams and 
landmarks still have the 
names given to them by 
Boone.”

She and her colleagues will 
lead the hunts with the assis¬ 
tance of cameras, voice and 
video recorders. Walking 
is a requirement; therefore, 
comfortable shoes are rec¬ 
ommended. Space is limited

for the hunts. The cost for 
each hunt is $20.00 with a 
portion of the proceeds re¬ 
tained for Camp Nelson’s 
preservation efforts. Res¬ 
ervations can be made by 
calling Camp Nelson at 859- 
881-5716 or at Camp Nelson 
prior to each event.
